The present application was filed on March 23, 2001. The application included 
a total of eighteen (18) claims. Furthermore, four (4) of the eighteen (18) claims were 
in independent form. 

A Restriction Requirement, which identified three (3) claimed inventions, was 
issued by the USPTO on September 12, 2002. The three (3) claimed inventions were 
identified as claims 1-9, claims 10-13, and claims 14-18, respectively. A Response to 
the Restriction Requirement, which elected claims 10-13, was filed with the USPTO on 
October 11,2002. 

A first, non-final Office Action on the merits of claims 10-13 was issued by the 
USPTO on December 31, 2002. An amendment was filed with the USPTO on March 5, 

2003 in response to that Office Action. The March 5, 2003 amendment included new 
claims 19-21. New independent claim 21 recited: 

... a nozzle that produces a fluid stream in a direction generally 
opposite to the direction of movement of the unadhered trim strip. 

A final Office Action issued on January 13, 2004. The summary page of the 
final Office Action indicated claims 19-21 were rejected. However, the Detailed 
Action on pages 2-4 did not mention claims 19-21. Therefore, applicant's attorney, 
James Balazs, held a telephonic interview with Examiner Goodman on January 21, 

2004 to inquire about the status of claims 19-21. Furthermore, applicant's attorney, 
John Cipolla, held a follow-up telephonic interview with Examiner Goodman on 
March 11, 2004 also inquiring about the status of claims 19-21. During the March 11, 
2004 interview, Examiner Goodman indicated that applicant should respond to the 
rejection included in the January 13, 2004 final Office Action and, furthermore, that the 
Examiner would issue another Office Action addressing claims 19-21. 

Therefore, on April 13, 2004, applicant submitted an amendment in response to 
the final Office Action dated January 13, 2004. Claim 10 was amended to recite: 

... a nozzle adapted to direct a stream of fluid into the area where 
said strip leaves said roll in a direction generally opposite to a direction 
of travel of said strip .... 
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On May 10, 2004, the Examiner issued an Advisory Action stating that claims 
19-21 were withdrawn from consideration. Furthermore, the proposed amendment to 
claim 10 was identified as raising new issues and, therefore, was not entered. 
Applicant's attorney, Brian Kondas, held a telephonic interview with Examiner 
Goodman on June 14, 2004. During that interview, Examiner Goodman suggested 
applicant file this paper explaining that claims 19-21 had never been examined. 

Applicant requests that Examiner Goodman contact attorney Brian Kondas to 
discuss this application. 

It is submitted that the claims of the present application are in condition for 
allowance. Early notice thereof is respectfully requested.
